It is now frankly confessed that the 
Ding ley tariff bill is deud; and. an a 
matter of fact, there win* never any 
hope of it front the start. It was too 
much to expect that the opposition sen¬ 
ators would surrender the udvantage 
they jHj»-vess mid place themselves in 
the hands of the incoming adralnistra* 
tlon; and thut Mr. Cleveland oucl the 
democrats would confess the failure 
of their tariff bill und po** a repula 
licun measure so as lo smooth the way 
for MelKi,ley nml save him trouble. 
It uuuld be a case of public spirit tri¬ 
umphing over polities, which has never 
been seen is*fore in this or any other 
country. 

And It is well that it should be so. 
We tin not believe in the Cleveland ad¬ 
ministration attempting to do what tht 
people hnve elected Mr. McKinley to 
do. or of the present congress attempt¬ 
ing the task of straightening out the 
difficult matter of our revenues nnd the 
inriff, when a congress was elected 
only a few weeks ago, fresh from th" 
people, nnd, it iw to be supposed, in full 
nllignment with the jicoplc nnd in¬ 
structed ns to what they want. It is 
fur better for each administration to 
undertake the work confided to it. and 
not to anticipate it. 

It is Hti unfortunate matter that it 
should take the |teople so long in thi-v 
country to get what they want. In 
other countries a newly-elected parlia¬ 
ment or assembly goes into office at 
oner nnd begin* work at once, carrying 
out the popular will. Here we have to 
wait at a minimum four months; and 
unless called in extra session, ihe new ly- 
eleeted congress does not meet until 
i:t inontlis after the election. So 
that the people cannot get what they 
ask for and vote for in less than a 
year. This Is one of the defect* of our 
eniiMlittilicmiil system, due to the fart 
that the framers of the constitution 
feared sudden popular ebullition*, and 
deemed it best that there should la* 
long interval between I lie expression 
nf the popular will and carrying it into 
effect. In which time an opportunity 
was offered for the people to root off a 
little. Whether this view of the mat¬ 
ter is right or wrong, the fnet remain* 
that it is the law; nud under this law 
and system it would 1 »* far better t» 
Irnvr the passage of a revenue measure 
to the McKinley congress, which goes 
into office in March, instead of nttempt- 
■ ng to pass out'll a revenue measure 
now nud relieve the congrcss-eleet 
from responsibility.

PORTABLE MANGERS. 

I Kplrndld Thin. Where Cattle Are Kept 

In Nheilded tarda. 

During nevereI winters, when out in 
Institute work, I hive occnsiunnlly vis¬ 
ited ilie furnia of large cnttlc feeders, 
and have notid their different methods 
g f ihellerinf, feeding anil managing. 
• have been favorably impressed 
with the (dn it of u yard with 
movable mangers and sheds along 
the leaders for shelter and pro¬ 
tection from min and winds, and with 
dehorned rattle (nod I would feed no 
others) the cattle can be kept comfort* 
title at a far lean expense tliun to build 
Idirus for them, ami also fed with less 
labor. The plan Is to build shells nt 
right angle* to each other, to lake the 
plnee of a fence on flie north and west 
sides of the feed lot. and on the east 
side make it high board fence. The 
sheds should be made 111 or 12 feet wide, 
and a yard for 40 steers should a I tout 
ion feet square. The sheds are for shel¬ 
ter in stormy weather, and to sleep 


able as it Imt n tendency to make loo 
much stalk; therefore on good, rich 
soil, where there ia no fear of ehlneli 
bugs, It is not the most desirable crop. 
Hut iqton Hr lit sod, where fertility 
must be fostered. It is a splendid crop 
to raise, as it withstands dry weather 
and Is not at all diaturlied by ehiuen 
Dugs. After the ground list, become 
warm in the spring, as early as possible, 
to avoid all dnngi-r of frost, after the 
beans have sprouted, phut and cultt-

piece Of ground, no to no feet square, 
according to the si/c of the crop, fully 
exposed to the sun, and where no wntet 
will stand in any event.

Surround It with two-foot 
board*, cheap muslin, or anything l.« 
keep beans from popping out of the 
inclosure. The fnvorite way to cut is 
l«* have a one-horse sied with n box 
thereon ns large ns will slide between 
the rows where llie stalks are not too 
high. A two-horse wagon is sometimes 
used, ns In gathering corn.
